A three-lane traffic highway be­ 
tween New Oxford and Abbottstown 
will be constructed this year by the 
j Pennsylvania departm ent of high- 
i ways.

Samuel S. Lewis, secretary of the 
highway department, promised this 
much-needed road im provem ent to 
a group of Adams countatns who 
were in Harrisburg, W ednesday, for 
a conference with Governor Pinchot 
about the replacement of a narrow 
iron bridge near Bedford with a 
modern concrete and steel span. 
Change Highway 
In building the three-m ile stretch 
of highway, the Lincoln highway 
will be relocated at the dangerous 
Cross Keys intersection, scene of 
numerous fatalities. 
The 
Lincoln 
highway 
will 
be 
moved north of its present location 
I and the curves in the roadway, Just 
west of Crass Keys, will be elimi­ 
nated. 
Where the relocated highway will 
crass the Carlisle road there will be 
no buildings or other obstacles to 
obstruct the view of m otorists on 
either road. 
Although Mr Lewis did not say 
what construction the 
three-lane 
highway will be, it was understood 
th at concrete shoulders will be add­ 
ed to the present m acadam road­ 
way between New Oxford and Ab­ 
bottstown. 
Boon to Motorists 
The relocated Lincoln highway 
will veer northward a t the Higgin- 
bottom farm, east of New Oxford, 
and rejoin the present roadway, east 
of Cross Keys. This, in itself, will 
be a boon to m otorists using both 
the Lincoln highway and the Car­ 
lisle road by elim inating one of the 
worst intersections on the Lincoln 
highway between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh.

London, July 27 (AP).—A fter re 
ceiving a dram atic message of en­ 
couragement from President Roose­ 
velt the world economic conference 
was adjourned th is afternoon to 
m eet again after a recess and make 
a new attem pt to restore world 
prosperity.

Nine thousand, nine hundred and 
nineteen infants under one year of 
age died in Pennsylvania during 
1932, according to figures released 
by the bureau of vital statistics.
